wjicn the private school as epitomized 
by Yale, Harvard and Princeton and 
Ifeser known sectarian colleges were 
the principal'avenue to higher educa- 
tion. Gotham's city fathers thought it 
would be a suitable obligation of the 
local taxpayers to bridge that gap. 


There never has been a good idea 


put forth which in time cither is run 
into the ground or subverted to less 
nobler ends, and CUNY is no exception 
to that trend. 


At least two decades before Mayor 


Abraham Beame tried his hand at 
running an almost unmanageable local 
government, CUNY's operating ex- 
pense began to head for the ceiling. As 
an average, its faculty outnumbers 
that of comparable institutions and its 
pay scale is what other faculties bring 
to the attention of college presidents 
and boards of trustees with machine 
gun regularity. 


The only difference between what 


started before Beame took office a few 
years ago and' what has transpired 
since his Induction is one of degree. 


•Higher has gone higher, so much so 
that CUNY's trustees had to shorten 
this year's term because therewere no 
funds to pay the faculty which already 
had seen Its paychecks being stopped 
in April. 


The legislature came to the rescue 


by a special appropriation to cover the. 


bill, but added a footnote warning 
CUNY and Beame not to expect 
further assistance. 


This prompted the trustees to' end 


the.free tuition. Starting next term, 
the students will pay tuition which The- 
Wall Street Journal in a recent edition 
.estimated will average $750 annually 
per enollee. The amount charged 'ln: 
,dividually will vary according to the 
complexity of the study course being 
pursued. 


Although the decision has -created 


grumbling among the student body 
and the parents who for the most'part 
will have to pay starting with the fall 
term, the city's financial circums- 
tances seemingly are sufficiently un- 
derstood now by the man in the street 
as: to hold the discontent below 
revolutionary proportions. 


CUNY's multi-million annual'con- 


tribution to the municipal dcfnt has 
been well publicized and given a 
choice between closing the school or 
helping to defray part of its operating 
cost, most New Yorkers are forced; 16 
agree that half a loaf is better than 
none at all. 


Though the CUNY decision is a move 


in the right direction, it still leaves 
other holes to plug in a leaky boat. 


The university, as The Journal notes 


is only one of many services provided 
under the guise of assisting the cityls., 
economically disadvantaged residents. 


In practice, these services .are 


utilized more by the middle class 
resident to the extent,that what the 
politicians first advanced as aid to.the 
poor has become an entrenched fringe 
benefit for those who can afford to, pay 
their own way.

When Beame tries to scissor the city 


budget he is met with' the astounding

It is a classic example of govern
